Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Fifty-two  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  1944,  and  317 
individual  mothers  visited  the  Clinic,  making  a total  of  529  attend- 
ances. This  works  out  at  16.5%  of  the  expectant  mothers  in  the 
district  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  given  by 
the  Clinic. 

Of  the  317  cases,  we  had  to  send  6 to  a specialist  for  further 
advice,  in  other  words,  about  1.8%  of  the  cases. 

9 Mothers  with  complications  in  child  bearing  were  sent  to 
the  Women’s  Hospital,  Nottingham.  62  Mothers  were  sent  to  the 
Mansfield  and  Basford  Institutions  owing  to  “ unsuitable  home 
conditions  ” and  1 case  was  sent  for  X-Ray. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Services. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  one  of  the  School 
Dental  Officers  employed  by  the  County  Council  undertakes  dental 
treatment  for  the  Urban  District  Council. 

He  holds  one  session  a week  at  the  Clinic,  and  the  work  con- 
sists of  extractions,  fillings.  X-rays,  and  dentures,  available  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children.

The  district  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  situated 
on  Blidworth  Road,  with  the  exception  of  the  Butterley  Colliery 
Company’s  Estate,  which  is  supplied  from  their  own  works.  Some 
houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  adjoining  Pinxton  and 
Selston  are  supplied  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation  s mains. 

There  are  10  isolated  cottages  which  are  not  connected  to  a 
town  supply. 

During  the  year  there  was  an  acute  shortage  in  the  water 
supply  affecting  parts  of  the  district.  There  has  been  a temporary 
improvement  recently. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

During  the  year  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  examinations  showed  that  the  quality  and  purity 
of  the  water  supply  has  been  maintained. 

The  Chlorination  plants  in  the  Council’s  pumping  station  as 
well  as  those  of  the  Butterley  Colliery  Co.  are  working  satisfactorily.

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Section  F. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  of  Fever,  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

During  the  year  we  had  143  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  com- 
pared with  140  of  the  previous  year,  also  14  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  163  cases  of  Measles. 

There  has  been  a marked  reduction  in  the  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  year  from  31  to  6.  Unfortunately  however,  there  was 
a mild  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  has  raised  the  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year.

I beg  to  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as  your  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  the  report  will  contain  only 
the  essential  facts  and  statistics. 


Housing. 

Housing  repair  work  was  again  greatly  restricted  during  194 4, 
but  every  effort  was  made  to  remedy  the  more  serious  defects. 
The  shortage  of  labour  and  certain  materials  hindered  the  depart- 
ment in  obtaining  compliance  with  notices. 

Ill  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  83  were 
repaired. 

Drainage  and  Sanitary  Work. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  include  the  sanitary  supervision 
of  these  works,  the  investigation  of  complaints  relating  to  them, 
and  the  testing  and  inspection  of  new  and  old  drainage.  During 
the  year  30  new  drains  were  tested  with  the  water  test  before 
being  filled  in. 

491  Complaints  were  received  relating  to  choked  drains. 

52  Drains  were  repaired  or  reconstructed  following  examinations 
as  a result  of  complaints  or  for  other  reasons. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

An  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  supervise 
the  purity  of  rivers  and  streams. 

During  the  year  a watch  was  kept  on  cesspools,  etc.,  situated 
near  water  courses.

Keeping  of  Swine  and  Other  Animals. 

Householders  are  encouraged  during  war-time  to  keep  swine. 
Inspections  are  made  in  order  to  detect  any  nuisance  arising 
therefrom.  22  Inspections  were  made  and  many  unsatisfactory 
conditions  remedied. 

Petroleum  Acts  and  Regulations. 

My  duties  include  those  of  Petroleum  Inspector.  During  the 
year  22  licences  were  granted  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
and  the  income  derived  therefrom  was  / 13  Os.  Od.

Notices  and  Proceedings. 

During  the  year  there  were  279  preliminary  notices  and  94 
statutory  notices  issued,  of  which  231  were  complied  with,  the 
remainder  being  carried  forward  to  1945. 
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There  were  117  interviews  with  owners  of  property  during 
the  year. 

Complaint  was  made  to  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction 
regarding  the  non-compliance  with  abatement  notices  under 
section  93,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  served  upon  the  owner  of 
two  houses  in  the  district.  The  Court  made  Nuisance  Orders 
requiring  the  works  to  be  executed  within  28  days  and  imposed 
a fine  of  £2  2s.  Od.  in  each  case.  The  works  were  subsequently 
executed  by  the  Council  in  default. 

Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  possess  a public  mortuary  which  is  maintained 
by  the  Department. 

It  is  only  a temporary  type  of  building  and  unsatisfactory  in 
many  respects.  It  is  essential  that  more  suitable  premises  with 
adequate  facilities  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  circumstances 
permit.

The  Bedford 
lorry  is  used  for  collecting  refuse  from  the  outer  districts  and  for 
other  work  in  the  Department.

Refuse  Disposal. 


Destructor. 

729  loads  or  1,365  tons  7 cwts.  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  by 
burning  in  the  3-cell  refuse  destructor. 

473  loads,  or  980  tons  14  cwts.  of  clinker  were  removed  from 
the  destructor  to  the  Lime  Street  tip. 

These  figures  illustrate  the  inefficiency  of  the  destructor  in 
dealing  with  the  present  type  of  refuse  which  has  contained  far 
less  combustible  material  since  the  fuel  shortage. 

Tips. 

Tipping  was  carried  on  during  the  year  at  the  Lane  End  tip. 
2,195  loads,  or  5,639  tons  8 cwts.  of  refuse  were  tipped. 

It  is  evident  that  in  the  near  future  the  present  tipping  boundary 
will  have  to  be  extended  into  the  adjoining  field  owned  by  the 
Council,  or  a new  site  must  be  acquired.

It  is  essential  that  improved  washing  facilities  should  be 
provided  for  the  employees  of  the  department  as  soon  as  this 
becomes  practicable.
